HONG KONG, June 16.— (Special.) 
—A Tien Tsin dispatch says that all 
the legations at Pekin have been de­ 
stroyed, and that the German ambas­ 
sador, Baron Von Ketteler, has been 
murdered. 
All the indications point to uncon­ 
cealed alliance between the imperial 
troops loyal to the empress and the 
Boxers. The force landed by the pow­ 
ers is inadequate to deal with the Chi­ 
nese force guarding th', approaches 
to Pekin, and it has been the aim so 
far to prevent a collision 
until 
the 
sanding party under Admiral Seymour 
should be strong enough to force mat­ 
ters. 
The destruction of the legations at 
Pekin and the murder of the German 
ambassador, either of them enough to 
cause open declaration of hostilties 
against China, will almost certainly re­ 
sult in war if confirmed. The situation 
is most critical. 
England, engaged in 
the Transvaal, is not as ready for im­ 
mediate action as are the other Euro­ 
pean powers. 
Russia seems to have 
the advantage in readiness and ability 
to take a leading part in suppressing 
Chinese disorder, and it is believed she 
will use this advantage to the utmost. 
The interest of the United States is 
believed to be confined to protection 
of American residents and interests. 
The other powers engaged are using a 
similar plea as a cover for seeking fat 
slices should China be partitioned.

A fter great depression for sev 
eral years the highest point reached w ith last 
year’s recovery was KO per cent, March lh, but 
the gradual yielding has already returned the 
general average of prices to a shade less than 
To per rent, practically w here it was w ith the 
highest prosperity in 1892. 
The output of iron furnaces June I was 290,- 
876 tons, an increase of 2,526 tons, m aking the 
yield only 1,688 tons less than at the highest 
point ever reached, Feb. I. But the increase 
of unsold stocks to &&M80 tons, about 96,U6c 
tons in May, discloses a larger decline titan 
was expected in the new business, upon w hich 
nearly all the woi ks and furnaces have now to 
rely, and reports that furnaces of considerable 
capacity have b«*en already closed this month 
seem likely to be correct.

In all probability it was while w alk­ 
ing up the Mount of Olives to the gar­ 
den of Gethsemane th at Jesus spoke 
this discourse on the vine and the 
branches. 
The vineyards on tile slope 
of Olivet would naturally suggest the 
beautiful figure that he uses to Illus­ 
trate Hie necessary and vital union be­ 
tween 
Himself 
and 
His 
disciples. 
Christ is the vine, the F ather the hus­ 
bandman, Christian people the branch­ 
es and Christian life and works the 
fruit to be born. And all depends upon 
union between Christ and the Chria - 
1 
tiau. 
We must abide iu Him aud lie > 
iii us, as tile branch abides in the vine, j 
Union with Christ is a real union. I 
The branch actually abides In the vine. j 
It has a vital, living union with It. ' 
The union between Christ and His 


d i s c i p l e is no l e s s real. 
We abide in 
Him. and lie abides in us. 
We abide 
In Him by faith. 
He abides in us by j 
His Holy Spirit, but the union is no 
less vital aud real. 
We actually abide j 
in Him and receive our life frost Him, i 
as tie* branch armies Iii the vine and 
receives its life from it.

to the value of $157.25. 
His accom­ 
plice, Tony Kountzler, is now serving 
a term in the Mansfield reformatory 
for his share in the crime. 
Chief Thompson at once offered the 
authorities of La Junta a personal re­ 
ward of $25 to hold Heckathorne and 
this morning 
received 
a 
telegram 
signed by George Bar*’, sheriff of the 
county, announcing that 
Heckatlioro 
was in jail and the personal reward 
would be 
accepted and the prisoner 
held until the 
authorities came 
for j 
him. 
The details of the capture are not 
known, but it is thought Heckathorne 
was arrested for some minor offense] 
arid at once confessed to the La Jun­ 
ta authorities and told them he was 
wanted in this city. 
The 
expense of bringing 
Hecka­ 
thorne back to this county will run 
over $200 and requisition papers will 
be necessary. 
Chief Thompson 
did 
not feel like 
taking the responsibil­ 
ity upon himself and telephoned Ac t­ 
ing Prosecuting Attorney Speaker iii 
regard to the m atter this morning and 
it will depend on his decision whether 
Heckathorne is brought back to an­ 
swer for his crime. 
Since the night of the robbery Heck­ 
athorne has been seen many times in 
different cities and the police notified, 
but he managed to elude his pursuers 
every time. 
The day before 
Chief 
Thompson went 
to 
Dayton 
Hecka­ 
thorne was seen in Dennison and dur­ 
ing the Republican state convention 
he was seen in Columbus. 
Kountzler 
says they parted in Chicago and the 
police here thought he was traveling 
west. 
He is also supposed to have 
been seen in this city several times, 
but every tim e 
it was a false alarm. 
He has done time in the Ohio peni­ 
tentiary and is generally known as a 
bad character and a dangerous person 
to handle. 
His escape from the peni­ 
tentiary a few years ago is on record 
as one of the nerviest escapes in the 
history of the pen. 
La Junta, where Heckathorne was 
captured, is located in Otero county 
and is on the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe railroad.

Los tx >v, J ane lh.—This is the situa­ 
tion in China as it appears to the Shang­ 
hai correspondent of The Daily Express, 
who cabled last evening, saying in part: 
“ It is really a state of veiled war. The 
members of the foreign legations in Pe­ 
kin are virtually prisoners, aud the Chi­ 
nese troops are only restrained from at­ 
tacking them by fear of the legation 
guards. 
“ Meanwhile, the ministers are alto­ 
gether uuable to communicate with the 
officers commanding the relief column, 
which is making an enf«treed pud iso­ 
lated halt between Tien Tsinand Pekin. 
The walls of the capital are guarded by 
100,000 imperial troops. 
The gates are 
heavily defended with modern gnns. 
General Tung, acting nuder orders from 
the empress dowager, says that no for­ 
eign troops shall enter the sacred city. 
“On Monday the ministers stmt a de­ 
mand th the Tsnug-Li-Yamen that the 
gates be opened, declaring that other­ 
wise the foreign troops would enter for­ 
cibly. To this no reply was given: A 
•econd message went unanswered, or 
had not been answered when the latest 
news left Pekin. 
“Sir Clam Ie MacDonald’s latest mea- 
•agt' says that the legations are callable 
of sustaining an effective defense, un- 
Jess attacked in force.” 
Russia, tins correspondent asserts, 
notwithstanding assurances to the con­ 
trary, sides with China. 
Some foreign 
troops are already reported to be in the 
environs of Pekin; and the attitude of 
the Chinese troops is increasingly men­ 
acing. 
“The streets of Pekin,” continues 
the correspondent of the Daily Express, 
••are report e<I to tie seething with anti­ 
foreign mobs, clamoring for the de­ 
struction of the legations arn I the death! 
of the foreign ministers.” 
From Tien Tsin it was reported that 
the foreign forces in the harbor will at­ 
tack the Taku forts and, if necessary, 
bombard them.

Accordingly Thomas Kirker, speaker of the senate, became acting governor. 
At 
the same session of 
the legislature Judge Meigs was again elected as 
one of the supreme judges of the state. 
On the 10th of December, 1808. the legislature elected bim to the United 
States senate to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Senator Smith. 
and also to the full term of six years 
During his brief service in the 
•enate he brought the new and growing empire of the west effectively to the 
attention of the congress and the cabinet. 
On the second Tuesday of October, 1810, he was elected governor of the 
state, receiving 9.924 votes to 7,731 for Thomas Worthington. In 1812 he 
was re-elected governor, receiving 11.859 votes, while his opponent, Thomas 
Scott, received 7,903. On both occasions bis opponents were Democrats like 
himself. 
During his four years (nearly) as governor, he rn ted with great prompt­ 
ness and energy kl organizing and equipping the military forces of the state 
In the War of 1812. His state papers and public addresses were models of 
diction, patriotism and eloquence, and had the effect of calling Ohioans to 
arms, and her which ho received the grateful acknowledgments of the 
national administration. 
On the 4th of March. 1814, upon being appointed postmaster general

appointed him as secretary of the territory of Michigan, in 1805. 
tailing 
to agree with Governor Hull. who subsequently surrendered Detroit in tae 
War of 1812, he resigned and came to Ohio. 
In July. 1809, Governor Samuel Huntington 
appointed 
him to the 
vacancy in the United States senate, caused by the.resignation of Edward 
Tiffin, his term being less than four months, and his actual service but a 
few'days. 
In 1810 he was appointed United States judge for the Northwest 
territory by President Madison, aud h© was dischaiging the duties of that 
office at the time of his decease. 


ALEXANDER CAM PBELL O F BROWN COUNTY. 


Alexander Campbell was chosen by the legislature on the 12th of Decem­ 
ber, 1809, to fill out the vacancy caused by the resignation of Senator 
Edward Tiffin. 
He was at the time a member of the house of representatives, 
had been chosen speaker pro tempore on the 4th of December, and would 
have been made the permanent speaker. 
On the 12th of December, when 
elected senator, he resigned his office, and was succeeded as speaker by 
Edward Tiffin, whom he succeeded as senator. 
While credited to Brown county he was a resident of Adams at the 
time of and previous to bis election to the United States senate, but in that 
portion from which Brown was subsequently erected. 
In 1807-1808-1809 be 
represented Adams and Scioto in the populai brain h of the legislature. 
His services in the United States senate extended from December 12, 1809, 
to March 4. 1813. 
In 1819 he again entered the legislature, being a member 
Of the house in 1819-1820 and 1832-1833, and of the senate in 1822-1824. 
He 
was chosen a presidential elector in 1820, and ca t his vote for James 
Monroe for president, as did his colleagues William Henry Harrison, Robert 
Lucas, James Kilbourne, Jeremiah Morrow, James Caldwell, John McLaugh­ 
lin and Lewis Dille. 
Senator Campbell was of Virginia descent, and his early political affilia­ 
tions were Democratic. 
He became a Whig when Henry Clay became con­ 
spicuous in public life. He settled at Ripley in early life. and bls residence 
was the fit st courthouse in Brown county, and continued as sui h until the 
county seat was permanently fixed at Georgetown. 
Ile was born in Green­ 
briar county Va . in 1774. and was educated as a physician and practiced 
medicine t h e most of his life. 
He was mayor of Ripley after having se r v ed 
in the IT;.ted States senate 
From Virginia he hist migrated to Lexington. 
Ky 
but shortly after removed to Ripley, O., and began the practice of 
medicine. 
H‘J died Nov f>, 1857. 


JEREM IAH MORROW OF WARREN COUNTY.

London, June 10.—This is the situa­ 
tion in China as it appears to the Shang­ 
hai correspondent of The Daily Express, 
who cabled last evening, saying in {wirt: 

The 
members of the foreign legations in Pe­ 
kin are virtually prisoners, and the Chi­ 
nese troops are only restrained from at­ 
tacking them by fear of the legation 
guards. 
“ Meanwhile, the ministers are alto­ 
gether unable to communicate with the 
officers commanding the relief column, 
which is making an enforced rnd iso­ 
lated halt between Tien Tsinand Pekin. 
The walls of the capital are guarded by 
100,000 imperial troops. 
The gates are 
heavily defended with modern gnus. 
General Tung, aiding under orders from 
the empress dowager, savs that no for­ 
eign troops shall enter the sacred city. 
“ On Mondav the ministers sent a de­ 
mand tb the Tsnng-Li-Yamen that the 
gates be opened, declaring that other­ 
w ise the foreign troops would enter for­ 
cibly. 
To this no reply was given: 
A 
second message went unanswered, or 
ftiad not }>eeii answered when the latest 
news left Pekin. 
“Sir Claude MacDonald’s latest mes­ 
sa g e says that the legations are capable 
of sustaining an effective defense, un- 
Jess attacked in force.” 
Russia, tins eorres|>oiident 
asserts, 
notwithstanding assurances to the con­ 
trary, sides with China. 
Some foreign 
troops are already reported to he in the 
environs ot Pekin; and the attitude of 
the Chinese troops is increasingly men­ 
acing 
“The streets of Pekin,” continues 
the oorres|H)inient of the Daily Expres.*, 
“ are reported to t>e seething v\ith anti- 
foreign mobs, clamoring for the dc 
struct ion of the legations and the deaths 
of the foreign m inisters.” 
From Tien Tsin it was reported that 
the foreign forces in the harbor will at­ 
tack the Taku forts and, if necessary, 
bombard them.

L o n s, June 16.—By a practically 
unanimous vote the striking street rail­ 
way union men decided to accept a 
new proposition presented by their exec­ 
utive committee. 
This action w as brought about through 
the influence of Samuel Gompers, presi­ 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor. 
The new plan of settlem ent is, there­ 
fore, now iii the hands of the executive 
committee. 
It varies hut little from 
previous propositions, except iii the jutr- 
agrapli which provides for the reinstate­ 
ment of the men, as follows: 
“ Seventh—The question of reinstate­ 
ment of former employes shall be sub­ 
m itted to arbitration. 
“ And in regard to section 7, covering 
the reinstatement of our members, the 
executive I sib rd is hereby authorized 
ami empowered to reach a settlement, 
either through a conference and agree-, 
moat with the company, or by submit­ 
ting it to arbitration, as provided for iii 
the above section.” 
H ereto fo re, all plans have contem ­ 
plated the reinstatem ent of all iii© em­ 
ployes. 
This m atter is waived by the 
new plan and 
I he reinstatem ent left 
open to arbitration. 
After the meeting had adjourned, 
President Gompers intimated that ar­
